Dublin, August 31.—Fierce rioting 
in connection with the tramway strike 
was renewed today. 
s0ns were injured. All the hospitals 
are so crowded that many -serious 
cases had to be sent to their homes for 
treatment. - 

The strike committee, in the interes«. 
of peace, had rescinded early in the 
morning the call for a mass meeting 
in O’Connell street, and had substi- 
tuted a parade from Beresford place 
to Croydon park, at Fairview, a suburb 
on the north side of the city. The au- 
thorities meanwhile had _ prohibited 
the mass meeting. 


Baton Charges by Police. 

Croydon park belongs to the Trans- 
port Workers’ union, and a meeting 
was held there without disorder. But 
on the return march attempts.of ‘the 
police by baton charges to disperse 
the constantly growing crowds 
to rioting. 

The mob was further incensed hy 
the arrest of one of.the strike leaders, 
James Larkin, against whom a war- 
rant had been out for 24 hours. Lar- 
kin was on the balcony of a hotel in 
Sackville street. He was wearing a 
disguise for the purpose of eluding 
arrest, but an

Stones, Brickbats, Bottles. 


The rioting became general in vari- 
ous parts of the city. The police 
charged repeatedly with their sticks, 
and this led to pitched battles. Stones, 
brickbats and bottles were hurled by 
the infuriated rioters, and the streets 
were scon covered with prostrate 
forms. More than fifty 
made. 

The train service is completely sus- 
pended. Including Saturday’s victims, 
it is believed the number of injured 
will reach’ nearly ‘four hundred.

PACIFIC OCEAN 
ENTERS CANAL 


Last Remaining Barrier 
Blown Out by Charge of 
Dynamite—Pacific Waters 
Lave Miraflores Locks. 


Panama, August 31.—The last - re- 
maining barrier at the Pacific end of 
the Panama canal was blown out by 
dynamite this morning. It was.an in- 
tensely interesting spectacle. At ex- 
actly 9:30 o'clock an electric switch 
was turned on and the 1,500 specta- 
tors, imcluding the Shriners visiting 
here from the Untted States and of- 
ficers of the British eruiser New Zea- 
iand, were rewarded by a wonderfu! 
sight. Hundreds of tons of mud ard 
stone were thrown bigh in the air and 
the thunderous roar of the explosions 
reechoed in the nearby hills. 


Twenty Tons of Dynamite Exploded, 

About twenty long tons, equivalent 
to 44,800 pounds, of 45 per cent dyna- 
mite constituted the blast, which was 
cne of the largest ever set off in the 
canal. 

The charge, which. was planted 
541 holes at an average depth of 
feet, tore a big gap in the barrier, 
a sufficient depth to permit

A workman 
seized a shovel and made a smull 
trench .through which a rill of water 
trickled. .Gradually it widened, until 
an hour later a ragjng torrent,. with 
a 35-foot fall, peured through an open- 
ing 400 feet wide into that part of 
the canal between Gamboa Dike and 
the Miraflores locks, which previous- 
ly had been excavated by steam shov- 
els. 
Cut Entirely Filled. 

This cut, which is 5,000 feet long, 
500 feet wide and 41 feet deep below 
mean sea level, was entirely 
3 o'clock, when the waters of the Pa 
“ific laved for the first time the solid 
masonry of the Miraflores locks. 

Dredges passed tonight through the 
opening, and in a few days the last 
vestige of the barrier will be remov- 
ed, giving a practically completed 
channel at the Pacific end. The dredges 
will begin on Séptember 2 to remove 
the last barrier of the Atlantic chan- 
nel. When this work is accomplished

He Says Gaia Intends to 
Enact Money Legislation 
for All the People. 


Lynchburg, Va, August $1.—Con- | 
gTressman Glass, chairman of the bank- 
ing and currency committee of the 
house, today issued a statement in re- 
gard ‘to resolutions recently adopted 
by the) bankers at Chicago asking cer 
tain alterations in the measure. 

“I have carefully read the resolu- 
tions which the conference of bankers 
of Chicago adopted last week asking 
certain alterations in the currency 
bill now under consideration by con- 
gress,” said Mr. Glass, “and while [ 
am not prepared to say whether or not 
these resolutions represent the con- 
sénsus of banking opinion throughout 
the country, I do know quite definitely 
that hundreds of bankers have in- 
dorsed the administration currency 
bill without qualification. 


Measure Generally Approved. 

“The letter files of the banking and 
currency committee completely justify 
this assertion. Indeed, until some of 
the big banks of the reserve and cen- 
tral reserve cities inaugurated a sys- 
tematio campaign against the. bill 
among their country correspondents, 
approval of the measure is quite gen- 
eral. 

“Assuming, however, that the bank- 
ers’ conference at Chicago did reflect 
the banking opinion of the country, I 
do not think congress will be turned 
aside from its purpose to enact cur- 
rency legislation in the interest of all 
the people rather than legislation dic- 
tated by the banking interests. Speak- 
ing for the democratic members of 
the house banking and ourrency com- 
mittee, who have so far firmly resist- 
ed populistic appeals to the prejudice 
fomented against bankers, we are just 
as firm in our purpose not to yield to 
unreasonable demand on the part oc 
bankers. 

No Favor for Demagogues. 


“Gracious knows we have exhibited 
little enough respect for the dema- 
gofues in our own party who would 
enact unsound legislation along’ what 
they conjecture to be popular lines; 
but it may well be understood that we 
do not intend to be driven into the. 
other extreme which would require us 
to enact legislation for the peculiar 
advantage of the big banks with their 
vast stock exchange connections.” 

Mr. Glass said he would not pre- 
dict what the senate would do with the 
cemands made by the bankers of Chi- 
cago. 

“Tiiere is not a demand contained iu 
the resolutions adopted by these bank- 
ers said Mr. Glass, “which was not 
carefully considered and fully. dis- 
cussed by the banking and currency 
committee and by the administration, 
hence such of these demands as are 
not now embodied in the measure 
pending before congress were rejected 
after due deliberation.”

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PRISON COMMISSION 
N SESSION TOD 


Will Consider McNaughton and 
Other Cases of Public In- 
terest This Week. 


After a vacation of several weeks 
the prison commission will meet again 
this morning and will probably be in 
session throughout this week. There 
are several important cases set tet 
hearings. 

The case which will be heard this 
week in which most pwblic interest 
has been felt is that of Dr. W. J. Mc- 
Naughton, the Emanuel county man, 
who is under sentence of death for 
the killing of Fred Flanders. It 
is claimed that evidence has been dis- 
covered since the trial which will go 
far toward exculpating the convicted 
man. Affidavits of several physi- 
clans in good standing to the effect 
that Mr. Flanders’ death was due to 
acute nephritis rather than to arsen- 
ic poisoning as claimed by the state 
on the trial,; are strongly relied on 
to win clemency for McNaughton. 

There is said to have been a con- 
siderable revulsion in public feeling 
in the county where the alleged crime 
was committed.

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A WORTHY MOVEMENT. 


The movement instituted by citizens of 
the south side of Atlanta to extend and im- 
prove South Pryor street so as to carry it 
direct from the intersection of Ridge ave- 


—_— 


nue to Lakewood, is well worthy of the 
support of both the city and county. 

Pryor street is one of the main avenues 
on the south side of the city. It is now 
well paved to Georgia avenue, within six 
blocks of Ridge avenue, where it practically 
terminates, the line of traffic proceeding to 
Capitol avenue via Ridge avenue. It is 
proposed to continue the street from the 
point of intersection of Ridge avenue in a 
direct line to Lakewood—about two miles— 
making thus the most direct approach from 
this very suburban property of 
the city to the heart of town. 

The county commissioners have assured 
their hearty co-operation, provided the city 
gives evidence of its good will toward the 
movement by widening and paving only the 
six blocks between Georgia and Ridge ave- 
nues—a proposition which the city should

DISCUSSING PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


At the fourth International Congress of 
School Hygiene, at Buffalo, N. Y., aS many 
as forty speeches a day were heard, free 
discussions following at numerous sectional 
meetings. 

Judging from the reports, there were 
among the speakers at this congress daz- 
ging, Utopian optimists and gloomy, pessi- 
mistic alarmists. One speaker argtes that 
scarlet fever and diphtheria are contracted 
in the public school, because they are more 
prevalent when the schools are in session. 
Another speaker, who looks as wise and 
seems to know as much, affirms that. these 
diseases would be more prevalent in cold 
weathergeven if there were no schools. The 
next speaker has no opponent when he de- 
clares that measles and whooping cough 
are contracted in the schools. One speaker 
is afraid the schools are a failure, turning 
out 83 per cent of defective children, and 
‘that things are getting worse thanever, The 
next speaker is Jus: as sure that everything 
is all right, is getting better every minute, 
and will soon’ be ideal. 

' The subjects that were promiscuously 
discussed cover a wide range of subjects: 
drinking cups, towels, door knobs, stair 
rails, - ventilation, windows, doors, 
desks, books, school sites, heating plants, 
fumigation, mouth hygiene, oral hygiene, 


dust, 


gex hygiene, vertical and slant handwriting, | 


and hundreds of other subjects, great and 
small, important and unimportant. 

These congresses and conventions are 
doubtless worth while. 


When a teacher | 
with a theory gets it out of his system—has | 


‘his say—he is prepared to go back to more 


earnest and more patient work. 

We shall not discredit the specialists by 
believing all they have to say. We shall 
try to believe that each has “a little facet 
of the crystal of gact,” and that out of the 
gloom and the dazzle there shall eventually 
come normal daylight. Of one thing we 
may be absolutely sure: the congresses and 
conventions cannot do it all for us. If, in 
the home and in the school, personal clean- 
liness is taught as a cardinal virtue, the 
problem of health in the public schools 
will be largely solved, and in this way many 
other grave problems of life will find the 
most satisfactory solution. 


AS OTHERS SEE US. 


It is said that eavesdroppers hear no 
good of themselves. Robert Burns prayed 
in vain for himself and all others to be 
given the power to see seif as self is seen 
by others. a 

There are two sides to this proposition. 
There are so many people in the world that 
make a business of saying unkind things of 
everybody—good and bad alike—that if one 
were to see himself as he is seen by them 
he would feel like “cussin’ and quittin’.” 

The other extremist is the constitutional 
blarneyite. His glib gab, if believed to be 
sincere, would make ‘stout the faintest 
heart. . 

Between these two extremes there are 
various types of opinionists. The mean be- 
tween these extremes is the blunt man or 
woman who unmercifully speaks right out. 

The average man and the average wom- 
an devotes too much time to saying to them- 
selves, of others, “I know what I think of 
you,” and not enough to the question, “I 
wonder what you think of me.” 

There is an interesting tangent to this 
thought: “What do I think of myself? Is 
my opinion of my integrity and of my abili- 
ties waxing or waning?” 


PART-TIME EDUCATION. 


Atlanta is now large enough to begin to 
consider a matter that is being given de- 
served attention in the larger cities of Mas- 
sachusetts and other states of the north 
and east. The problem is how to enable 
the boys and girls who now have to leave 
the 
years of age to go to work to devote some 
part of the next two or three years to a 
continuation of their educational training. 

The G gia School of Technology has 
planned something of the kind for the com- 
ing session, and if it works satisfactorily— 
as no doubt it will—-the public school au- 
thorities, manufacturers, proprietors of de- 
partment stores, and all others who edu- 
‘ate or employ children, should study the 
movement carefully. 

It is alarming to consider the number of 
children who are forced out of school by 
the necessities of the home before the high 
school is reached. It has been estimated in 
Massachusetts that, while 65 per cent of 
the children between 14 and 17 years of age 
can devote all their time to school, of neces- 
sity 35 per cent cannot. Just how Atlanta 
stands in this matter can be ascertained by 
the proper authorities. It is to reach 
benefit the 35 per cent, or whatever the 
number may be, that the part-time educa- 
tion is proposed, 

Some department stores in the larger 
cities have found it to their interest to 
engage teachers who instruct the children 
at the lunch hour. Practically all the cities 
the size of Atlanta have their night schools, 
but night schools are usually of service only 
to students. of maturer years. 

If department stores, factories, confec- 
tioneries, and the like, would allow the chil- 
dren as much as eight hours a week, and if 
the city would supply the instructors, part- 
time education would save much of the valu- 
able human material that is now running to 


waste.

DID A MINSTREL DISCOVER COEUR DE LION? 


Around the first Richard of England is 
thrown a great ameunt of romance. He was 
one of the most picturesque of al] the Eng- 
lish sovereigns, and was familiarly known as 
“Coeur de Lion,” or the lion-hearted, and by 
the nickname “Yea and Nay.” Of 


the 
stories told of his adventures that refining 
his rescue from the Austrian prison is the 


most pleasing. 
When Richard was returning from the 


Crusades itn the fall of 1192, his voyage was 
deluyed by storms, and he appears to have 
been perplexed as to the safest route. The 
natural route, overland through Marseilles 
and Toulouse was held by his enemies; that 
thrcugh the empire from the head of the 
Adriatic was little safer, since Leopold of 
Austria was one on the watch for him. 

Having adopted the second of these al- 
ternatives, he was captured at Vienna in @ 
mean disguise, December 20, 1192, and was 
ecrfined in the duke’s castle of Durenstein, 
on the Danube. His mishap was soon known 
to England, but regents were for a long time 
uncertain as to his whereabouts. 

Then comes the story romantic, and espe- 
cially so, if true. When the Emperor of 
Germany learned that Duke Leopold of Aus- 
tria was holding the English king, he him- 
self claimed the illustricuws captive, saying, 
“A duke cannot possibly keep a King.” 

So King Richard was shut up in the castle 
of Trifels by the emperor, where he lan- 
guished for two years. Meanwhile neither 
his wife nor mother could obtain any trace 
of him, and even after his brother, John, 
learned that Richard was imprisoned in Ger- 
many, he joined King Philip of France in 
making propositions to the German emperor, 
premising to pay him large sums of money 
if he would keep the King of England in 
prison. 

The place of King Richard’s imprison- 
ment Was said to have been discovered by a 
celebrated troubadour named Blondel, who 
had Known Richard in Palestine, and was 
traveling through Germany. It is said that 
he set about to discover Richard's plaee of 
confinement, and went singing before one 
castle after the other along the Rhine, sure 
that if the King heard him he would find 
sume means of communicating with him. 

Finally he reached the castle of Trifels, 
and in front of this fine and stately building 
he began singing one of his troubadour 
songs. When he had finished one stanza, it 
is said King Richard, who Knew the song, 


sang the next verse threugh the bars of 


his prison window. 

Blondel recognized the voice, and per- 
ceiving that Richard was a prisoner in this 
castle, he made all haste to England and 
informed the king’s friends of his sad situa- 
ticn. It is said that the first news Beren- 
garia received of Richard’s fate was by see- 
ing a jeweled belt offered for sale in Rome. 
This belt she recognized as one which King 
Richard wore when he left Acre. But upon 
inauiry she could only learn that Richard 
was somewhere in Germany. 

The news that Coeur de Lion was a pris- 
oner in Germany roused great excitement in 
Ergiand and in Rome. The pope excommuni- 
cated Duke Leopold for having seized Rich- 
ard and threatened to excommunicate the 
emperor if he did not release hime 

Finally the emperor agreed % set the 
king of England free upon the payment of a 
certain sum of money, two-thirds of which 
was to be received Defore the king should be 
released. At length, in February, 1194, about 
two years after he was imprisoned, the first 
payment was made, and Couer de Lion was 
allowed to go free; and he arrived in Eng- 
land in March when the people gave him a 
magnificent reception. As soon as Richard 
hed arranged his affairs, he determined to 
be crowned a second time lest the two years 
cf his captivity .might have weakened his 
cla!m. 

The story of the minstrel incident is very 
much doubted. That he owed his liberty to 
Hiendel’s zeal, is generally given on the au- 
thority of Fauchet, who has written as much 
romance as history. A prominent writer on 
the subject says: “We cannot help regarding 
that this tale has been ranked among the 
apocrypha of history.” Fauchet adds to his 
stery “Henry VI. carefully concealed the fact 
of his having detained the King of England 
as a prisoner lest he should incur the ex- 
communication of the Crusaders.” 

Biondel, the minstrel, it is claimed.’ had 
beer shipwrecked on the cost of Istria with 
Richard, and the “tension” that he sane be- 
fore the window when he discovered the king 
was a joint composition by the King and 
minstrel. If this tension which delivered 
the king from captivity had been preserved, 
it might have been some confirmation of an 
anecdote to which historians generally have 
teen so willing to give credence. There is, 
however, in exXistence a “sirvente” which 
Richard composed in prison, after fifteen 
months captivity.

Demands of Insurgent Dem- 
ocrats Will Be Met in Cau- 
cus—All Over 
$100,000 to be Hit Hard. 


Incomes 


Washington, August 31.—The burst 
of democratic insurgency which 
lifted the tariff revision struggle out 
of the routine channels in the senate 
during the last week is to have its 
final hearing in a caucus of senate 
democrats to be held !ate tomorrow 
or Tuesday. The democratic: members 
of the finance committee, who have 
undertaken to compose the differences 
in the party ranks and devise compro- 
mise income tax provisions to meet the 
demands of the “insurgents,” worked 
throughout today over those and other 
features of the tariff bill, and will 3 
ready to report to the caucus to- 
morrow evening. , 

As a result of the fight led by Sena- 
tors Reed, Vardaman, Thompson, As- 
hurst and others of the so-called “in- 
surgent” forces, the bill will be revised 
as to its income tax provisions, and a 
heavier tax levied on large incomes. 
This change will be against the judg- 
ment of many of the party leaders 
who helped to fraine the bill and who 
point out that its proposed 4 per cent 
tax On incomes over $190,000 is as hich 
as the tax but the 
“insurgents” held enough - votes 
control the situation and to force the 
adoption of some of the radical amend- 
ments; proposed by Senators La Fol- 
lette, Bristow. Borah and others.

It is expected that the will 
adopt a rate graduated up to 5 per 
cent “additional tax’’ on incomes above 
$100,000, with’ graduations from that 
figure up to 7 per cent on those above 
$500.000.

Bible Circulation. 


(From The Detroit Free Press.) 

There is ample evidence to prove 
that the Bible if not “the best seller,” 
is at least the most widely circulated 
of books. Discounting the higher crit- 
icism. and the fact that no- respectable 
household is supposed to permit itself 
to be without a copy, however seldom 
it may be opened, the American Bible 
society issued 358.400 more Bibles in 
1912 than in 1911. Its issues last year, 
in all countries and in many lan- 
cuages, were 4,949,610: and it offers 
Bibles and parts of Bibles in eighty- 
three languages and dialects in the 
I'nited States alone. Even the Zulus 
may read the Bible in their own 
tongue. 

The American Bible society is pre- 
paring to celebrate its centennial. It 
was born in 1816. The first year of its 
existence it put forth 6,410 Bibles, its 
total receipts being $37,779. Growth 
has been slow but steady, until last 
year it almost touched the 5,000,000 
mark, and had $829,900 available for 
its regular work. Before its centen- 
nial year it will: undoubtedly have 
printed 100,000,000 copies. 

The awakening of China accounts 
for the circulation of 1,368,000 Bibles 
and parts of soripture; Japan took 
133.000: Turkey and the Balkans 167.- 
000, and little Korea, among the most 
recent of nations to be opened to 
Christianity, circulated 72,000. Mex- 
ico. where the people have more use 
for bullfights than Bibles, is lowest in 
the enumeration, but managed, after 
all. to take 19,000 copies. 

It is a remarkable showing, this, 
proving that the Gospel, according t» 
Christian faith, circulates among 
nations and nearly all tribes, and 
heen more generally translated 

foreign tongues than any other 
printed.

IN CHIEF OF POLICE 


A. L. Walker Pressed Pistol to 
Harter’s Side and Kept 
Firing. 


Lena, S. C., August 31.—J. B. Harter, 
chief of police at Allendale, 8. C., was 
shot to death there late today. A. L. 
Walker is tonight confined in the 
Hampton county jail, charged with the 
killing. 

While the tragedy occurred on the 
platform of the railway station, there 
were no witnesses, and as Walker re- 
fused to make a statement, nothing 
is known as to how or why Harter 
was killed. An inquest will be held 
tomorrow morning, at which time an 
effort will be made to solve the mys- 
tery. The dead man was well known 
in this section. 

Put Five Bullets in Harter. 

Columbia, S. C., August 31.—-That Joe 
Walker, who killed J. B. Harter, chief 
of police at Allendale, at Lena today, 
shot five times with his pistol press- 
ed against Harter’s side, was the ac- 
count of the tragedy brought to Co- 
lumbia today by the Rev. William J: 
Langston, an eve-witness. He said: 

“I was sitting talking to Mr. Har- 
ter at Lena and this man walked up 
swiftly, very much excited, and ap- 
parently unexpectedly to Mr. Harter, 
and said to.him excitedly: ‘Mr. Harter, 
where is my pistol? ‘I haven’t got your 
pistol,” said Mr. Harter, and the man, 
advancing, said: “Well, you must have 
it,, and drew his pistol and struck the 
policeman. 

“The policeman drew his gun and 
tried to rise. As he rose he struck the 
stranger, and then the firing began. 
And my impression ts that after he was 
struck the stranger placed his gun 
against the policeman and fired s@v- 
eral times very rapidly; so much sc 
that you could hardly tell which was 
doing the shooting. I turned my head 
away. [| could not stand it, and ran 
fur the doctor, and as I passed by I 
saw the stranger standing over his 
victim looking at him.” 

Walker, it is learned, is under ar- 
rest at Lena, where he was taken itn 
custody by Magistrate Zeigler and 
turned over to Sheriff Lightsey. 

Chief Harter’s body was taken to 
Estill, where it was turned over tc an 
undertaker for preparation for burial. 
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September a Good Month.
